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GENTLEMEN, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  1919, 
which,  under  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  is  in  somewhat  different  form  to  those 
which  have  hitherto  been  prepared.  The  intention 
of  the  Ministry  is  that  such  reports  should  be  more 
widely  distributed,  thereby  educating  the  people 
as  to  the  needs  of  their  own  particular  area,  and 
so  securing  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Public, 
without  which  real  progress  is  not  only  difficult, 
but  almost  impossible. 

The  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
of  January,  1920,  has  been  followed  in  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  various  headings  set  out  : — 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions 
of  the  District. 

Population:  Census  1911  ...  3771

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Physical  Features  and  General 
Character  of  District. 

The  Civil  Parish  of  Warblington  extends  over 
3254  acres,  and  includes  the  Ecclesiastical  Parishes 
of  Warblington  and  Emsworth,  and  a  part  of 
Rowlands  Castle. 

The  village  of  Warblington  consists  of  a  few 
houses  clustered  about  the  cross  roads  on  the  main 
road  from  Havant  to  Chichester,  where  one  way 
curving  round  by  the  village  pond  leads  north¬ 
wards  towards  East  Leigh,  and  another,  known  as 
Pook  Lane,  goes  south  to  Langstone  Harbour. 
Most  of  the  southern  part  of  the  parish  is  well- 
watered  pasture  land. 

Of  the  whole  parish  663  acres  are  arable  land, 
about  808  acres  pasture  land,  and  425  acres  are 
covered  with  wood  (Board  of  Agriculture  Returns, 
1905).  The  soil  by  the  church  is  chalky,  but  fur¬ 
ther  north  the  subsoil  is  clay,  the  surface  being  a 
rich  loam.  The  whole  of  the  northern  part  of  the 
parish  is  thickly  wooded. 

Emsworth,  situated  at  the  head  of  the  har¬ 
bour,  to  the  east  of  Warblington,  where  the  River 
Ems  flows  into  the  sea,  is  a  small  town  of  some 
importance  as  a  distributing  centre  for  timber, 
flour,  and  oysters. 

The  roads  in  the  district  are  generally  good, 
and  the  whole  area  is  flat,  rising  slightly  towards 
the  north.  With  the  exception  of  business  and 
professional  residences,  most  of  the  houses  are 
occupied  by  retired  Service  (Army  and  Navy) 
officials,  .  a  few  by  private  residents,  and  in  the 
outlying  parts  by  those  who  find  employment  in 
agriculture.  No  particular  occupation  has  any 

influence  on  public  health.

The  extent  to  which  Hospital  and  other  forms 
of  gratuitous  medical  relief  are  utilised  : — 

A.  Emsworth  Victoria  Cottage  Hospital. 

Founded  1887.  The  present  building  was 
erected  in  1897  as  a  memorial  of  Queen  Victoria’s 
Diamond  Jubilee.  It  is  managed  by  a  committee 
elected  by  the  subscribers.  It  contains  seven  beds. 
Sixty  patients  were  admitted  in  1919,  15  of  whom 
were  resident  in  the  Warblington  Urban  District. 
In  addition,  35  cases  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  were 
operated  on  during  the  year — mostly  children  of 
school  age. 

The  treatment  is  not  entirely  gratuitous,  as 
patients  are  asked  to  contribute  towards  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  the  Hospital  according  to  their  means 
Of  the  60  patients  admitted,  45  required  operations 
under  anaesthetics  ;  a  large  amount  of  surgical 
work  is  done  by  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff. 

B.  Emsworth  and  District  Maternity  Nurse 

Association . 

Founded  in  1911  to  supply  working  class 
mothers  with  the  services  of  a  trained  midwife. 
In  the  year  1919,  76  maternity  cases  were  attended 
by  the  Nurse.  Medical  assistance  is  obtained 
whenever  required.  It  may  be  taken  that  every 
woman  now  has  the  services  of  a  trained  midwife 
in  childbirth,  with  the  help  of  a  medical  practi¬ 
tioner  when  needed. 

In  September,  1918,  a  Child  Welfare  and  Infant 
Ciinic  was  started.  Meetings  are  held  fortnightly, 
and  a  short  address  given  by  a  Doctor  during  the 
meeting.  The  average  attendance  of  mothers  is 
23.  Of  the  total  income  of  the  Association  over 
one  half  is  paid  in  fees  by  the  patients  themselves. 
The  work  of  the  Nurse  and  the  Welfare  Centre  is 
very  popular  in  the  district,  and  is  doing  an 
immense  amount  of  good. 
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C.  EmswortJi  X arsing  Association. 

Founded  in  1914,  Present  membership,  289. 
Members’  subscriptions  at  a  penny  a  week  amount 
to  £66  4s.  iod.,  out  of  a  total  income  for  the  year 
of  F116  iis.  1  id.  The  number  of  visits  paid  by 
the  Nurse  was  2,869— an  average  of  239  per  month. 
The  average  number  of  cases  attended  per  month 
was  16. 


Sanitarv  Circumstances. 

Water.  For  domestic  purposes  939  houses  are 
supplied  bv  the  Borough  of  Portsmouth  Water¬ 
works  Company  ;  the  supply  is  constant  and  of 
excellent  quality.  In  outlying  houses  and  cottages 
the  supply  is  from  local  wells. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  pollution. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  In  June,  1915,  the 
Drainage  Scheme  was  completed  and  the  outfall 
works  placed  in  charge  of  a  resident  foreman.  Up 
to  the  end  of  1919,  501  connections  had  been  made 
out  of  a  possible  821.  13.000  gallons  pass  through 

the  outfall  in  24  hours.  No  nuisance  has  arisen 
from  the  works.  The  slow  rate  of  making  the 
connections  is  due  to  cost,  difficulty  in  obtaining 
labour  and  materials.

Scavenging.  Two  carts .  work  daily.  All  the 
district  is  scavenged  weekly,  and  portions  twice 
weekly.  Refuse  all  tipped  at  Hampshire  Farm 
and  buried.  No  destructor. 

I  have  on  more  than  one  occasion  suggested 
to  the  Council  that  in  the  poorer  parts  of 
Emsworth  movable  ashbins  with  proper  covers 
should  be  provided  by  the  sanitary*  authority. 
My  advice  has  not  been  accepted,  and  I  again 
press  this  matter,  as  I  feel  certain  it  has  a  most 
important  bearing  on  public  health. 
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Sanitary  Inspection.  Mr.  Heath,  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  reports  that  77  inspections  were  made, 
47  defects  found  ;  10  informal  abatement  notices 
were  served  by  the  Inspector,  and  one  formal 
notice  by  the  authority  ;  47  nuisances  were  abated 
after  notice  by  the  Inspector,  and  one  after  notice 
by  the  Authority.

Tuberculosis  (4). 

1.  Male,  aged  69,  had  for  a  long  time  suffered 
from  chronic  bronchitis  :  apparently  became  in¬ 
fected  with  tuberculosis  late  in  his  illness.  Lungs. 

2.  Female,  aged  37  ;  always  delicate.  Lungs. 

3.  Male,  aged  32  ;  sent  to  a  local  Nursing 
Home  for  special  treatment  for  sacro-iliac  disease  ; 
resident  in  Bolton,  Lancs. 

4.  Female,  aged  31.  Lungs. 

‘Source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced  in  any  of 
these  cases.  The  lung  cases  are  supplied  with 
spit-flasks  and  instructed  as  to  the  precautions 
necessary  to  prevent  infection  of  others.  Rooms 
are  disinfected. 


Enteric  (8). 

5  cases  occurred  in  separate  houses  ; 

3  cases  occurred  in  one  house  ; 

Of  the  5  cases,  enquiry  failed  to  ascertain  source 
of  infection,  but  appeared  to  exclude  shellfish, 
milk,  and  water.  Of  the  3  cases,  the  2  later  cases 
were  probably  infected  from  the  first  one,  the 
mother  who  prepared  all  the  meals  being  nurse  as 
well.  In  all  cases,  excreta,  solid  and  liquid,  were 
disinfected  as  soon  as  a  diagnosis  had  been  made. 

Scarlet  Fever  (7). 

With  the  exception  of  2  cases  occurring  in  one 
cottage,  the  remaining  5  were  isolated  cases,  owing 
to  early  diagnosis  and  prompt  removal  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Havant. 

Measles  (8). 

Two  cases  occurred  in  one  house,  and  four  in 
another  house.  All  recovered. 

Diphtheria  (3). 

One  case  was  detected  in  a  gipsy  (male,  35) 
travelling  through  Emsworth  in  a  van,  and  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

One  case — a  woman,  aged  47  years — subject  to 
periodic  attacks  of  follicular  tonsi litis. 

One  case,  a  child  aged  4. 

All  recovered. 
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O ph thalmia  Neonatorum . 

One  case  detected  in  a  baby  one  day  old. 
Mother  had  vaginal  discharge  (probably  gonorr¬ 
hea)  before  delivery.  Prompt  and  efficient  treat¬ 
ment  ended  in  complete  recovery. 

Generally. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  a  stock 
of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin,  available  for  any  practi¬ 
tioner  who  may  require  it ;  but  the  customary 
practice  is  for  the  doctor  who  requires  the  prompt 
removal  and  isolation  of  an  infectious  case  to  him¬ 
self  notify  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  who  at  once  gives  directions 
for  the  hospital  ambulance  to  remove  the  patient. 
When  received  at  the  Hospital,  the  Matron  notifies 
the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  has  the  room,  etc., 
disinfected  without  delay. 

There  are  two  public  elementary  schools  in 
the  district.  Cases  of  absence  from  communicable 
illness  are  notified  by  the  masters  in  charge  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Practically  all  cases 
of  tuberculosis  are  notified  by  practioners. 

Small  Pox.  None. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

(1)  The  midwife  employed  by  the  Ems worth 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Association,  which 
is  affiliated  to  the  Hampshire  County  Nursing 
Association,  is  inspected  periodically  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  latter  body,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Medical  Officer  to  the  County  Council,  which 
is  the  local  supervising  authority  under  the  Mid¬ 
wives  Acts.  This  midwife,  who  has  been  working 
in  the  district  since  iqii,  has  never  received  a 
correction. 

(2)  In  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Association,  which  meets  fortnightly,  a 
lecture  is  given  every  three  months  to  expectant 
mothers  by  myself  ;  the  other  fortnightly  addresses 
being  on  the  care  of  children.  The  Association  is 
managed  by  a  committee  of  ladies  ;  some  super-

vise  the  weighing  of  the  babies,  which  is  done  at 
every  meeting  ;  some  do  likewise  to  the  older 
children  ;  some  arrange  to  provide  tea.  The  aver¬ 
age  attendance  for  the  year  was  23.  The  work  is 
done  in  connection  with  the  County  Council 
scheme  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  One  of 
the  County  Health  Visitors  usually  attends  every 
meeting. 

No  case  of  Puerperal  fever  occurred  during  the 
year.  One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  oc¬ 
curred  within  24  hours  after  birth  ;  was  treated  by 
irrigation  of  eyes  and  application  of  collosal  silver 
every  two  hours.  Completely  cured  in  four  or  five 
days.
